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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 2: line 5, delete "techniques as for example CIF, CCD, or VGA". 

Claim 3: line 5, after "database" replace "may scan" with -for scanning--, delete "may 
be", line 6, delete "may be", line 7, delete "techniques as for example CIF, CCD or VGA", and 
line 8 replace "UVA" with —ultraviolet— . 

Claim 5: line 4, delete "action". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a pest control system. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct 
features " each detection unit comprises means for collecting data identifying the type of pest, 
and the collected data relating to pest activity and type of pest received at central system server, 
which treats collected data and generates an output either as an alarm or a log registration " and 
" a software modules incorporating self-learning in response to the generated data and generates 
predetermined responses in view of the incoming collected data " in combination with the 
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manner claimed. The closest prior arts, Gardner, Jr. et al. [US 6,937,156], Shima [US 7,239,720] 
and Cooper et al. [US 6,885,299] teach similarly limitations, however, they fail to discloses the 
distinction limitations above. Therefore, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious.
